᾿ TRANSPORT Minister Yisrael Kessar and Labor 


MK Avi Yehezkel, who are both suspected of using 
Histadrut furids for their primary campaigns, main- 
tained their innocence yesterday, making their first 
public pronouncements on the allegations against 
them. 

Kessar will soon be questioned by police on alle- 
gations he used Histadrut funds for his Labor prima- 
ry campaign in 1992, police sources said yesterday. 
But police first want to gather more information, 
the sources said. 

- The attorney-general, state attorney and repre- 
sentative of the national fraud squad are expected to 
‘meet today to discuss handling of the Histadrut 
‘Affair, Police Minister Moshe Shahal told the Knes- 
set plenum yesterday. 

Kessar, ἃ former Histadrut secretary-general, 
spoke at a conference of local authorities in Jerusa- 
lem shortly before Histadrut Chairman Haim Ra- 
mon mounted the rostrum. The event's organizers 
made sure the two political antagonists would not 
meet. 

A visibly emotional Kessar, his voice occasionally 
breaking, declared that “those who know me know 
full well that aside from my family I have only one 
thing — my good name. 1 will do everything to 
protect that name and 1 am sure I will in the end be 
unequivocally vindicated. I have worked in the His- 
tadrat for 30 years and throughout my record has 
been without blemish. 1 have always taken the 
greatest of care not to stray one bit from ethical 
standards.” 

Kessar, thus far the highest-ranking figure men- 
tioned in the current police investigations, is ac- 
cused of using Histadrut facilities and funds in his 
1992 primary campaign. for the Labor leadership. 

Yehezkel, who in the early 905 heaton apres 3

The sources said the comptroller's report would 
ποῖ stand up as evidence in court. and police would 
have to dig up the original documents on which the 
Teport's allegations are based. 

“Some of the original documents we already 
have, but for other documents we are going to have 
to go back to the Histadrut and find them,” a senior 
police source said.

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Ra- 
bin declared yesterday he 
would be a candidate for pre- 
mier ia 1996 and in the mean- 
time would do all he can to 
tehabilitate his injured Labor 
Party.

Private eyes 
held for 
plotting 


murders for 
Russian mafia 


PRIVATE investigators 
Ya‘acov Bak and Amir Ben- 
Asher were arrested Tuesday 
for allegedly plotting murders 
here on behalf of an Israeli 
living in the CIS. 

Bak, 55, a former senior 
police officer, and Ben-Asher, 
in his early forties, are to appear 
for a remand bearing in Tel Aviv 
Magistrate's Court this 
morning. They were being held 
at separate police stations. 

Police confirmed the arrests, 
but refused to elaborate and 
imposed a total news blackout. 
However. a police source said 
Tei Aviv detectives are working 
in close cooperation with police 
in Russia and other countries to 
establish who commissioned the 
murders. 

The source said Bak is 
suspected of hiring a hit man 
here to kill two Russian 
immigrants who owe money to 
the Russian mafia. Ben-Asher 
recently visited Russia, the 
source added. 

The two were arrested 
following prolonged 
surveillance by undercover 
squads and the testimony of a 
man, possibly the hit man, who 
apparently turned informer. 

“The case is closed.” said a 
senior officer. ““We have all] the 
évidence we need to convict.” 

The officer said the identity of 
the man abroad who commis- 
sioned the killings is known, but 
would not confirm whether po- 
lice there have arrested him or 
whether more people and other 
countries are involved. 

He did not rule out the 
possibility that additional 
suspects may be arrested, but 
would only say the affair is 
“very sensitive.” 

Ben-Asher, former owner of 
the Mor-Tal investigation 
company, was arrested last 
September following allegations 
he and his late partner, Ze'ev 
Levita, stole documents from 
the rival Tashbetz company and 
transferred them to Ma‘ariv. 
Bak was also arrested on 
suspicion of haviog 
masterminded the thefts. 
Neither was charged.

Chernobyl ‘liquidators’ 
demand help as victims 


MORE than 70 nuclear experts 
and engineers who helped neu- 
tralize the leaking Chernobyl re- 
actor nine years ago are dying a 
slow death here without being 
recognized as victims of an atom- 
ic disaster, their spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Alexander Kalantersky, the 
head of the cement plant which 
built the “sarcophagus” over the 
burning nuclear facility, said 
three experts have already died 
and another three are in critical 
condition. 

The former Soviet Jews, who 
had been sent on a suicide mis- 
sion to the area, made aliya in the 
past four years. 

However, he said, they have 
no special status and receive a 
mere NIS 800 from the National 
Insurance Institute monthly. 

Kalantersky, 53, has lost all his 
teeth, has cancer of the liver, and 
is able to lift nothing heavier than 
paper.

TWO gunmen jumped out of a taxi at a 
stoplight and sprayed bullets at a van carrying 
US consulate workers yesterday, killing two 
and wounding a third. 

No one claimed responsibility and US dip- 
lomatic missions in Pakistan said they did not 
know of a motive. Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto said the attack was “part of a well- 
planned campaign of terrorism. 

The Americans were headed to work at the 
US consulate in Karachi when the van 
stopped at a traffic light on one of the south- 
ern city’s busiest streets. As they waited for 
the light to change, the gunmen got out of ἃ 
taxi and opened fire with AK-47 rifles. 

The butlets shattered the front and back 
windshields, killing Jackie van Landingham, a 
secretary, and Gary Durell, a communica- 
tions technician. Mark McCloy. who worked 
in the consulate’s post office, was injured and 
was in stable condition, Their Pakistani driver 
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was not hit and drove them to the hospital. 

Karachi has been the scene of daily gun 
battles between political, religious and ethnic 
factions. More than 400 people have been 
killed the past three months. 

“The identity. affiliations and motives of 
the gunmen are not known at this time,” the 
US Embassy in ἃ said in a brief 
statement. 

Bhatto, currently in Singapore. sent a letter 
of condolences to President Clinton.

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Eight churches vs Israel 


ED by Cardinal William Keeler, presi- 

dent of the US Catholic Conference and 

archbishop of Baltimore, eight church 
leaders urged President Bill Clinton on Tuesday 
“‘to press Israel to stop expanding its presence 
in Jerusalem.” 

Not surprisingly, leaders of Jewish organiza- 
tions in New York were ‘“‘shocked and an- 
gered"’ by the move. They have been conduct- 
ing a friendly and seemingly fruitful dialogue 
with some of these Christian churchmen for 
many years, and they view the churches’ move 
against Israel as a betrayal. World Jewish Con- 
gress Secretary-General Yisrael Singer was in- 
censed enough to suggest that questioning Jeru- 
salem’s status as the capital of Israel casts doubt 
on the the sincerity of the Christian leaders’ 
pronouncements against antisemitism. 

It would be foolish to suppose that the church 
leaders — almost all of whom represent denomi- 
nations with substantial following in the Middle 
East -- have made this move unprompted. As 
Cardinal Keeler said, the meeting with Clinton 
was set ‘‘for the sake of the Christian popula- 
tion of Jerusalem and the region, whose historic 
presence has dwindled so dramatically in recent 
years.”” That they are genuinely concerned 
about the state of these flocks is as indisputable 
as it is justified. 

As one church official has put it, “To be a 
minority in the East implies being subject to 
abuse and mistreatment. There is no need to 
refer to ancient history to confirm this. We have 
seen in this century the genocide of the Arme- 
nian people of Turkey, the massacre of the 
Assyrian-Nestorians in Iraq, and of the Chris- 
tians of Southern Sudaz ... Religious fundamen- 
talism which does not shy from violence is 
Tampant. 

**The Coptics in Egypt, one of the preferred 
targets of Islamic fundamentalists, are emigrat- 
ing by the thousands to more benign places or— 
unable to resist the social pressures — convert to 
the Moslem faith. According to the estimates of 
the local church, about 15,000 Capts convert to 

- Islam every year. Some 300,000 Lebanese 
"Chtistians have left thei’ country since thé 
-1970s, without hope of ‘returning. 

many Christians will be left in Bethlehem in a 
few years?” 

Clearly, the church leaders know that the 
pressures on the Christians in the region are 
strictly Islamic. In Israel the number of Chris- 
tians has more than quadrupled since the estab- 
lishment of the state. But the church leaders are 
obviously intimidated enough by the threat and 
practice of violence to believe that, by joining 
the Moslem campaign against what Yasser Ara- 
fat calls “‘the Judaization of Jerusalem,”’ they 
will placate their nemeses. 

Regrettably, American church leaders — 
pressed by their Middle Eastern colleagues -- 


ing. And how - 


have now joined in this campaign. (Most of the 
Protestant denominations, to their credit, have 
kept away from the initiative, and the evangeli- 
cal churches are more supportive of Israel than 
ever. But they have virtually no flocks in the 
region.) 

Tris not a new campaign. Launched by Arafat 
more than a decade ago in an effort to achieve 
Christian support, it has included the ludicrous 
attempt to “‘de-Judaize”’ Jesus and “‘Palestin- 
ize” him. As a Jordanian TV production once 
put it, ‘“The Jews murdered Jesus, the Palestin- 
fan prophet."’ Presumably educated Palestinian 
Arab Christians like PLO official Hanan 
Ashrawi have made the intelligence-insulting 
claim that they can trace their ancestry to the 
first Christians. Arafat, who never fails to men- 
tion churches as well as mosques as the edifices 
on which the Palestinian flag will be hoisted 
when Jerusalem becomes the Palestinian capi- 
tal, has described the Apostle Paul as ‘‘a Pales- 
tinian who defied Rome.” 

It may be prudent for the church leaders to 
recall some recent history. After the eastern part 
of Jerusalem fell to the Arab Legion in 1948, the 
Jordanian administration began a process of 
Islamization of the Christian Quarter of the Old 
City. This included a ban on Christian purchase 
of real estate, strict control of charitable and 
educational institutions, compulsory closure of 
schools on Moslem holy days, a curriculum of 
Moslem teachings, and the building of mosques 
next to churches to prevent Christian expansion. 

Since 1967, Christian religious sites and 
cemeteries have been desecrated. Slogans like 
“Islam will win’’ and “‘First the Saturday peo- 
ple then the Sunday people” have been painted 
on walls, PLO flags draped over crosses, and a 
PLO flag was painted on one of the domes of 
the Church of the Holy Sepulcher. 

In the Bethlehem area, intimidation prevent- 
ed Christian families from celebrating Christ- 
mas and Easter during the intifada. Christian 
shops which remained open despite the threats 
were set on fire, and a 64-year-old Christian 


plein was murdered by an Arab youth near 


τ Square. - 

By pointing to Israe]’s ‘‘expansion’’ in Jeru- 
salem rather than at the prospect of Moslem 
domination as the threat to Christians and the 
Christian boly places, the American church 
leaders are continuing a tradition of appease- 
ment. The very same churches which have not 
raised their voices against the persecution and 
murder of Christians in Egypt, Lebanon, Iraq, 
and the Sudan joined the pope in opposing the 
world community’s intervention against Sad- 
dam Hussein. That they have chosen the path of 
Israel-baiting can only lead tothe sad conclu- 
sion that it is not courage and morality which 
rule in some of today’s churches, but unprinci- 
pled, abject cowardice. Ὁ

Sir, - I recently read about the 
demonstration of several dozen taxi 
drivers, demanding additional secu- 
rity measures for taxi-cabs. 

One of the drivers quoted stated 
that without protection, the drivers 
were easy targets. He also added 
that he wanted protection “‘like in 
New York.”’ That line struck me; 
whenever anyone expresses a con- 
cem about visiting Israel for safety 
reasons, I always tell them that if 
they can survive living in New York 
City, they can make it anywhere.: 

Then again, there gre measures 
that we alt take to protect ourselves, 
and in New York City government, 
we are especially aware of taking 
those opportunities. The Taxi and 
Limousine Commission, the regula- 
tory agency of the New York taxi 
industry, has mandated several mea- 
sures to protect both the taxi driver 
and passenger. 

Bullet-proof barriers can be found 
between the front and back seat of 
every New York City medallion 
cab, with an opening for sliding fare 
through to the driver. Each cab must 
also post its identifymg medallion 
number as well as a current photo of 
the driver. If the photo doesn’t 
match the driver, passengers know 
not to get into the taxi. 

These are two simple measures 
that protect drivers and riders. 1 
would urge the Israeli taxi industry 
to create similar regulations; we 
don’t want any more Rafi Cohens.

mastermind on the loose around 
Hebron? The impression seems 
to be that all we have to do is 
catch this super-brain and terror- 
ist attacks wil) cease. 

“That's just as misleading as 
claiming that the sole reason for 
our failure to halt terrorism is the 
impossibility of stopping suicide 
bombers.” 

His voice filled with indigna- 
tion, the veteran Israeli security 
expert, ἃ man who has fought 
terror for most of his adult life, 
told us: ‘‘The public is having 
dust thrown in its eyes. The tradi- 
tional belief is that our intelli- 
gence community is invincible 
and hence sacred, and so it is 
never challenged, even when it 
makes mistakes. 

“People accept the super-engi- 
neer theory because they know 
nothing about bomb-making,"* 
said our source. “Look, I can 
show you how to make a bomb — 
suicide-type or any other — in five 
minutes. You can become an ex- 
pert by fitting two switches in- 
Stead of one, so that you don't 
blow yourself up by accident, 

“So much for this ‘Einstein’ 
they claim they are searching for 
here there and everywhere. And 
if he is so important, why haven't 
they caught him anyway?" 

There is no difference, our 
source said, between a terrorist 
who plants a bomb on a bus or in 
a supermarket and walks away 
and one who ties a bomb to his 
body and becomes part of it. 

“This kind of terrorist has been 
turned into a heroic figure, a 
myth, and called invincible. 
Dead, yes. But invincible? No 
more than any other terrorist.’ 

Explaining the nature of 
“‘true”’ suicide bombers, the vet- 
eran expert recalled the Japanese 
kamikaze pilots in World War II. 

“That’s a totally different sto- 
ty,” he said ‘“They were highly 
trained, skilled individuals, used 
because Tokyo had no other way 
of stopping American baitleships 
Sailing to conquer their home- 
land. 


“But the Americans didn’t 
cave in and offer Japan California 
appeasement after a couple of 
kamikaze actions succeeded. 
They settled the matter by 
ping atomic bombs on Japan.” 
Naturally, our source said, the 
situation today in Israel isn’t 
comparable. But the lesson is 
clear: When you're being at- 
tacked mercilessly, you can’t give 
in. You must hit back — hard. 

All the stories about a super- 
bomb-maker and unstoppable 
suicide fanatics are nothing more

I know that 
from first-hand experience. But 
risks become acceptable when 
there is a belief that they will be 
freed soon, as frequently hap- 
pens. 

To run an: intelligence service 


efficiently, according to this ex-. 


pert, there is no need to waste 
time reading books on the moti- 
vation of suicide bombers, or 
hunting super-engineers hiding 
out in underground bunkers in 
Kalkilya and, more recently, in 
Gaza. 


Many more people must be re- 
ctuited to intelligence work than 
are recruited now, the expert 
continued. They must be diverted 
from army service. In any event, 
he said, we have been told that 
the army has enough fighting 
men. 

‘You can’t ask soldiers to guard 
other soldiers at assembly points, 
on buses or in schools, he pointed 
out. Soldiers are trained as fight- 


ers, not security personnel. Take 
a place like Beit Lid (and some 40 
others like it), he said.

‘ANY seasons back, ἃ 


highly placed socialite of 
Creole = extraction 
(“bright, light and damn near 
white,” as the saying went) ‘was 
explaining why a certain talent- 
ed, fair-skinned Negro lady just 
could not, and would not fit into 
“my social circle; we just can’t do 
anything with her socially.” 
The refined Creole matron ex- 
plained: “You see, Leon, she’s a 
white man's child,” which meant 
that this lady's parents — given the 
laws against intermarriage in the 
South -- were not married. The 
_ lady was not only a bastard: She 
was also engaged to a dark- 
skinned gentleman, whose fea- 


tures were “less than Greek.” To. 


marry a dark-skinned man or 
woman was a cardinal sin. 

Tt was also a sin to marry ἃ 
white man, or woman. Upon the 
tickety ladder of Negro social re- 
spectability and position, there 
were certain immutable laws for 
mulattoes, quadroons, blacks 
and others. 

Few writers know the hard re- 
alities of black miscegenation and 
cultural assimilation better than 
Dorothy West, the legendary 
writer of the Harlem Renais- 
sance, still alive and going strong 
at 88. In The Wedding, her first 
published nove] since the 1948 
printing of The Living Is Easy, 
she deftly satirizes the black Bos- 
ton elite. 

The Wedding is a novel of man- 
ners, set in the early 1950s but 
mainly going back in time. Yet 
‘West has cast her drama on the 
cutting edge of American history: 
im the last gasps of the old tradi- 
tions, less than a decade before the 
Tise of the black consciousness 
movement and the attempt to shed 
the shackles of “exquisite bright- 
and color-struck madness." 

West has continued a tradition 
started in the Hartem Renais- 
sance of revealing how much of 
the soul of the African-American 
race is being lost to the plague of 
color and caste. The Renaissance 
ee a return to the spirituality 
of the Southern Negro ethos: to 
sing work-songs and the blues, 


; and to preserve certain African 


Jean Toomer's Cane -- the fin- 
est novel of the Renaissance --

In The Wedding, Dr. Clark 
Coles and his wife Corrine have 
flourished socially, but not pri- 
vately. They exist on the tiny, 
isolated strip of land occupied by 
pompous upper-crust, fair- 
skinned Negroes on the skirts of 
Martha's Vineyard that West 
calls (as if to parody Fitzgerald's

Yet West abruptly breaks away 
from the well-crafted early struc- 
ture of her novel, and takes the 
reader into a long, galloping tale 
of the Old South So οείια δὶς 
tion, with the intrigue of Shelby's 
parents’ bloodlines as its center. 
All of this goes on much too long, 
and we really do hunger for West 
to reroute this saga and get us to 
the church (and the wedding) on 
time. 

West rounds up her cast of 
characters in the last third of the 
novel, wherein we discover that 
Clark Coles is actually a very un- 
happy man on the day before his 
daughter's wedding. 
ον, He has suffered through a mar- 
riage arranged around class and 
color, but not love. He has kept a 
beautiful, deep-brown-skinned 
mistress to help him make it 


the years of his marriage. 

A day before the nuptials, 
Coles receives notification of an- 
other wedding. His mistress Ra- 
chel (who has also worked as his 
nurse and assistant) pens him a 
letter revealing that by time he 
receives her “Dear John” mis- 
sive, she will be married to some- 
one else. Tired of playing “the 
other woman,” Rachel is wed- 
ding a common city worker, not 
Particularly for love, bat, for 
security. 

This crushing epistle drives 
Coles into a confessional tirade 
with his daughter Shelby, in 
which old dad acknowledges 
“Meade’s love” for his daughter 
and then accuses her of never 
getting serious about any black 
men, 


“I can’t help but think that 
maybe that’s because the man 
who should be the most impor- 
tant man in your life never found 
time to show you the love he felt.

Foreign currency 
borrowing in 


soars to $1.7b.

THE public borrowed $1.7 bil- 
lion in foreign currency to cash in 
on high shekel interest rates in 
the past two months, according to 
the Bank of Israel's Supervisor of 
Foreign Currency annual report 
issued yesterday. 

The increase in foreign curren- 
cy credit reflected the large dif- 
ference between interest rates 
here and abroad and the public's 
perception that the risk of a shek- 
el devaluation was low. 

Throughout 1994, foreign cur- 
rency borrowing jumped to $2b. 
compared with only $100 miition 
in the previous year. 

By contrast, foreigners avoid- 
ed investing in shekel-denomi- 
nated interest-bearing instru- 
ments, concluding that the 
devaluation risk was higher than 
the margin between shekel and 
foreign interest rates. 


Foreigners’ net investment in 
local securities totaled $200m. 
last year. Fimancial and capital 
investments by foreigners ex- 
ceeded Israeli investment abroad 
by $439m., ἃ 303% increase from 
the previous year. 

Despite the increase in last 
year's trade deficit, the private 
non-banking sector financed the 
foreign currency gap, including 
$3.8b. in unilateral transfers and 
$2.4b. in foreign credit.

Court cancels restraining order 


195 for Shipyards sale to SKO Car 


Workers protest against continued privatization 


TEL Aviv District Court Presi- 
dent Dr. Eliyahu Winograd can- 
celed the temporary restraining 
order completing the sale of Isra- 
el Shipyards to the SKO Car 
group yesterday. 

After the announcement, 
which allows for the privatization 
of the company to proceed, Ship- 
yards employees blocked the fac- 
tory's entrance, burned tires, and 
stopped work. 

The workers even threatened 
to bum or release the firm's pro- 
totype of the Shaldag, its new

ship model. The failure of the 
company to sell even one Shaldag 
is considered to be a main reason 
for recent Shipyards losses. 

The restraining order had been 
granted at the end of February 
following a request by Admiral 
Shipping and Investment. the 
other group bidding for Ship- 
yards. The group claimed that its 
second round bid was higher than 
SKO Car's bid, and since the 
round operated under a “best 


and final” principle, Admiral was 
entitled to purchase Shipyards. 

In a third round of bidding, SKO 
Car's NIS 40 million offer was 
NiS 7m. higher than Admiral's. 

In their response to the court, 
SKO Car claimed that it won the 
bid fairly. and Admira!’s “best 
and final” claim was not valid. 

The state also told the court 
that it supported SKO Car's posi- 
tion, and that a “best and final” 
principle was never mentioned, 
which is why Admiral agreed to a 
third round of bidding.

Self-employed group fights for income tax cuts Game teaches 


THE Bureau of Organizations 
for the Self-Employed yesterday 
launched a campaign to cut indi- 
vidual income taxes by NIS 4 bil- 
fion until 1997. 

Bureau president Moshe Kur- 
nick called for “a fight against the 
heavy tax burden, which leads to 
a lack of economic activity.” 

According to him, marginal tax 
rates, including the health and 
Nationa] Insurance Institute 
(NII) taxes, reach 55% for indi- 
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viduals with a gross monthly in- 
come of NIS 6,100. This serious- 
ly reduces the incentive to ex- 
pand a small business or to work 
overtime, he said. 

Kurnick said the program was 

“minimalistic” since it relies on 
tax cuts of NIS 2.4b., which the 
government has already ap- 
proved for 1996 and 1997, and 
only requires an additional bud- 


get reduction of NIS 300 million 
to start phasing-in the tax cut in 
July. 

The remaining NIS 1.3b. of 
the tax reduction will come from 
higher tax revenues generated by 
the lower tax burden. 

Should the government adopt 
the proposal, there would be only 
four tax brackets by 1997, with the 
highest marginal rate of 48%. The 


lowest bracket of 15% will apply 
to income of up to NIS 3,000, in- 
stead of NIS 2.800 today; 30% for 
income of up to NIS 10,000, in- 
stead of NIS 6,020; and 38% for 
income of up to NIS 16,000, in- 
stead of a rate of 45% for income 
of up to NIS 11,800. 

The bureau presented the pro- 
posal last week to Finance Minis- 
ter Avraham Shohat and has sent 
it to the prime minister and to the 
Histadrut.

LONDON (Reuter) - Defiant 
Wimbledon manager Joe Kin- 
pear declared yesterday that he 
would continue to speak out 
against ‘‘diabolical’’ refereeing 
standards despite the prospect of 
a harsh punishment from the En- 
glish Football Association. 

Kinnear was dismissed by refer- 
ee Robbie Hart as Wimbledon lost 
1-0 to Manchester United on Tues- 
day following a controversial 84th 
minute goal from Steve Bruce. 

After the match, Kinnear told 
reporters that Hart “‘sent me off 
in his normal Hitler fashion’ and 
said he was prepared to put his 
career on the line because he 
would not stop airing his 
concems. 

“Whatever happens to me, [ll 
continue to tell the truth the way 
T see it and speak out against 
injustices in the game,"’ Kinnear 
said. 

“This was typical of the diabol- 
ical standards we have been suf- 
fering all season and Robbie Hart 
is one of the worst referees in the 
League in my opinion." 

Kinear also said video evi- 
dence proved time and again that 
referees were making mistakes, 
which were ignored by the FA. 

His outburst followed Hart 
sending off Wimbledon left-back 
Alan Kimble for failing to retreat 
10 yards from a United comer -- 
his second bookable offense of 
the game — which incensed both 
Kinnear and Wimbledon owner 
Sam Hamman.

ANEW “climbing wall,” ‘built for 
the growing number of Israeli sport- 
climbers, was officially unveiled at 
psi Malachi, near Ashkelon yes- 


“ὩΣ $15,000, 7/2-meter high wall 
is the most modern in the country. It 
is the replica of real rock face, com- 
plete with overhangings. It was de- 
signed by top UK climber Kevin 
Dixon who has spent the past two 
years in Israel teaching sport-climb- 
ing to the country’s 3,000 
enthusiasts. 

The difference between sport- 
climbing and the more publicized 
rappeling, explained Dixon, is that 
“tin rappeling, you descend a rock 
face, in sport-climbing, you as- 
cend.”” The need for man-made rock 
faces or “‘climbing walls” make it 
necessary to upgrade the sport be- 
cause it is more difficult to climb a 
““wall’’ than a natural rock face, he 
said. 

“In any case, the strict rules gov- 
erning the sport stipulate that the 
participant in a major tournament is 
not allowed to practice on tock face 
which he or she is to climb in a 
competition. Thus new walls must 
continually be bnilt for international 
contests.”

‘Women leaders needed’ 


WOMEN should get out of the 
kitchen and into the cabinet. This 
is the message sent yesterday by 
female MKs to the country’s 
women on International Wom- 
en’s Day. 

The Knesset studied several 
different aspects of women’s is- 
sues, devoting a plenum discus- 
sion and a special committee 
meeting on women in the arts tg 
mark the occasion. 

“It’s a day on which we have to 
stop and examine our achieve- 
ments and failures,” MK Naomi 
Blumenthal told the plenum, 
Blumenthal is chairman of the 
Knesset Committee on the Status 
of Women. “We have strength, 
goodwill, and ability, but we also 
feel frustrated by not moving for- 


ward. 

A bill submitted by Blu- 
menthal that would oblige local 
councils to appoint an adviser on 
women’s affairs passed its first 
reading.

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Soldier who killed 
ex-girlfriend dies 
day after suicide bid 


SOLDIER Shai Maimon, 22. 
who murdered his estranged girl- 
friend, Dorit Hakim, 21, on 
Tuesday and then shot himself in 
the head, died of his wounds ear- 
ly yesterday. 

Maimon, who was doing his 
compulsory military service, shot 
Hakim in the throat and stomach 
with a pistol belonging to his 
brother, a policeman, before 
turning it on himself. 

Maimon and Hakim, both of 
Mazkeret Batya. had been seeing 
each other for several years, be- 
fore she decided to break off the 
relationship recently. On Tues- 
day she came to Maimon’s home 
to talk with him. Shortly after she 
artived. he shot her. 

Haviv Hakim, Dorit’s father. 
blamed the army for not waming 
the family about Maimon’s dis- 
turbed emotional state. 

“The army knew exactly what 
was going on with the boy.” Ha- 
kim told Army Radio. “‘Yester- 
day, when I went to the police 
station, I found out he had a file 
full of treatments he had under- 
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gone for suicide attempts.” 

Just a day before his daughter's 
murder, he said, an officer called 
to inform him that Maimon was 


going to be discharged because - 


he had become emotionally un- 
stable after breaking up with 
Dorit. 

Following the murder-suicide, 
WIZO issued a statement re- 
minding the public of its ongoing 
seminars on preventing family vi- 
olence. The seminars, which are 
conducted in high schools and at 
IDF bases for women soldiers, 
teach how to recognize the first 
signs of violence in a partmer-.

Swiss demand return of 
Shmulevitz immediately

THE Swiss have refused to al- 
flow Ya’acov Shmulevitz, the 
key prosecution witness in the 
Deri trial, to remain here past 
today, and have threatened to 


“suspend all legal cooperation 


with Israel if he is not returned 
promptly. 

The State Attomey’s Office 
said Jast night that it is still trying . 
to persuade the Swiss to change 
their minds. The defense attor- 
neys are currently in the middle 
of cross-examining Shmulevitz. 
By law, his testimony will be in- 
admissible if the defense is not 
allowed a full cross-examination. 

The High Court of Justice has 
issued a temporary injunction 
against his return in response to a 
petition by Shmulevitz asking to 
remain. But the petition is to be 
heard this morning, and the state 
is asking the court to reject it and - 
cancel the injunction on the spot. 

Shmulevitz is under investiga- 
tion in Switzerland in connéction 
with a case of international cor- 
porate fraud. He was lent to Isra- 
el for six weeks to testify in the 
Deri trial, but the Swiss say his. 
immediate return is now essential 
to their own investigation. 

“We cannot comply with Isra- Ὁ 
el’s request [to extend Shmule- 
vitz's stay},” said a March 6 letter 
from the Swiss Justice and Police 
Ministry, according to a Justice 
Ministry translation into Hebrew 
of the original German docu- 
ment. The letter was submitted to 
both the Jerusalem District Court 
and the High Court yesterday. 

“{Sbmulevitz’s] presence is ur- 
gently required in Zurich for the 
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agen of inquires which cannot 


any longer,” the 


letter continued. “[However], 


there is no barrier to bis being 
loaned to Israel again at a later 
date, if, during the ensuing inves- 
tigation, he stands by the state- 
ments he has made to date.”. 
In his response to the Swiss, 
head of the Justice Ministry's 


criminal division Yehoshua Res-' 


nick noted that he had warned 
the Swiss before the loan was ar- 
ranged of the possibility that 
Shmulevitz would petition the 
High Court against his return. 

Israel did not promise to pre- 
vent such a petition, he said; it 
merely promised to contest it in 
court ~ and it is doing this. 

Though Shmulevitz arrived in 
Israel on January 24, his testimo-. 
ay did not begin until February 
13, since the court chose to go on 
vacation during. the first two 
weeks of February. . 
tim adds: 

Shmulevitz did not testify yes- 
terday, after he reported feeling 
unwell when he arrived in court, 
and was released by a doctor 
from appearing. : 

During yesterday's hearing, 
the judges criticized Deri’s attor-:
